16 . Candidate must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 
III. No claim for a refund of these fees will be cntertainel 
cxccpt to the extent stated in the Appendix , nor can they be 
held in festive for any other examination or aclection . 

17 . The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed by the aggregate 
marks awarded to each candidate at the written examination . 
The candidatex , who obtain qualifying marks in thc written 
examination , shall be inteiviewed by a Services Selection Board 
The maximum marks obtainable al Services Selcction Board 
interview will be 1500 Candidates, who obtain minimum 
qualifying marks at the Services Selection Board tests , will be 
subjected to a Physical Endurance Test, details of which are 
given in Appendix IV and for which there will be a maximum 
of 200 marks. 

To be acceptable, candidates should sccuie minimum quali 
lying mark . ( l) in the written examination and mi) intervicw 
Subject to this condition , they will then be placed in the 
order of merit on the basis of the total inarhs vecued in the 
written examination , the interview and the Physical Endur 
ancc Test . The final selection for admission to the Indian 
Navy will be made in order of merit yubject to medical fitness 
and guitabllity in all other respects and number of vacancics 
avallable .

The 
minimum pocket expenses 01 Cadets are not likely to cxceed 
Rs. 40 per inonth Where Cadety parents or guardians are 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditurc , 
financial assistance upto Rs 40 p . m miay be granted by the 
Government provided no Cadet whose parent or guardian 
hag an income of Ry 800 or abovc per tuonth would be 
eligible for the giant of financial assistance .

Candidates will be requid 
to sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended to the 
application , In thc case of candidates who arc minors, the 
required certificate must be signed by their parents or guardians 
in the form prescribed . Candidates when called for interview 
by Service Selection Board or for subsequent training will be 
eligible for travelling allowance in accordance with the rules 
then in force . Candidates who have previoualy been before a 
Services Selection Board for the same type of Commission are 
not cntitled to travelling allowance on subscquent occasions
